Claims 1-85 are pending in this application; 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/21/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
completely persuasive. Any rejection not repeated below has been withdrawn. 

Drawings 

New corrected drawings are required in this application because In Figure 3, the sheet 
that was submitted is missing critical information that was present in the originally filed drawing. 
The Examiner has attached a copy of original Figure 3, and the new figure submitted 1 1/21/03. 
The examiner has drawn arrows towards the areas missing in the new drawing, and their 
placement in the original drawing. Essentially, all the panels for Figure 3 A and 3B are blank in 
the new figure.
